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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In pages 9 and 1 0 of the remarks, the Applicant 
argues that the Klein reference fails to teach "obscuring said first print job information" on a separator page. The Applicant further argues 
that "it would not be inherent to process such an aluminum based polyester film, adhesive-backed copper foil card by obscuring information 
from a prior print job." 

In response, the Examiner respectfully disagrees with the Applicant's assertions. Please note that the claim language of the independent 
claims fails to further specify the term "obscuring." In view of such broad claim language, the Examiner is interpreting the "obscuring" 
process as one wherein new print job data is written over the prior print job data. And paragraphs 312, 313, and 317 of the Klein reference 
alludes to such an overwrite. Paragraph 312 teaches a method wherein data associated with a print job are entered on a separator card. 
Paragraphs 313 and 317 teaches that a separator card can be re-used for other print jobs. So, it follows that the data already stored in the 
card must be overwritten to accommodate the latter print job. This data overwrite reads on the obscurring process. 
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
